Floods Hit 
W. Virginia, 
Minnesota 


Bv The Associated Press 
Officials in West Virginia and 
Minnesota sought federal help 
today as the result of weekend 
flash 
flooding 
that 
spawned 
damage estimated in the mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
West Virginia Gov. Arch A. 
Moore Jr., has asked the Presi­ 
dent to declare four counties 
disaster areas. 
The presidential declaration 
is necessary for federal relief 
funds to be allocated. The re­ 
quest 
covers 
Mingo, 
Logan, 
McDowell and Wyoming Coun­ 
ties. 
Total damage from the West 
Virginia flooding is estimated 
at $G.9 million, a spokesman for 
'the governor said, 
with. $1.9 
million of that to property, both 
public and private. 
More than 100 persons were 
being housed Sunday evening at 
the 
grade 
school 
in Gilbert, 
headquarters 
for 
emergency 
flood aid In. the southern. West 
Virginia area. 
American Red Cross and Sal­ 
vation Army workers provided 
free meals to some 1,000 area 
residents Sunday, officials said. 
Road damage to the Gilbert 
area was estimated at $1.5 mil­ 
lion, according to the spokes­ 
man, and 200 car bridges and 
more than 500 foot bridges 
were 
washed away 
by 
the 
rampaging water. 
Thirty-five persons were iso­ 
lated from Gilbert, a tiny Min­ 
go County community, when a 
major bridge washed out over 
the weekend. The spokesman 
said steel reinforcements for 
that bridge were being trans­ 
ported. to the area Sunday. 
Mayor Ben Boo of Duluth, 
Minn., says he will seek federal 
designation 
of 
Duluth 
and 
Southern St. Louis County as a 
d’saster area. 
Heavy rains, accompanied by 
v i o l e n t electrical 
activity, 
stmck the city about 4 a.m., 
dumping 2.95 inches of water in 
slightly more than two hours. 
The deluge came just four 
days after more than 3.5 inches 
of rain fell Wednesday in the 
same area. 
No injuries or fatalities were 
reported. 
A Civil Defense spokesman 
said 
there 
were 
“extensive 
washouts,” some as deep as 10 
feet, in central Duluth. Some 
persons in the flooded area said 
the scene looked like a battle­ 
field with broken chunks of 
pavement 
and 
other 
debris 
heaped several feet. 
At a news conference Sunday 
afternoon, the mayor said, there 
was no way to determine the 
full amount of damage immedi­ 
ately, but the loss to public 
property alone is expected to 
run into “millions of dollars.”

Brundage To Be Succeeded As

man sat in the cushioned hotel 
chair, shoulders still erect and 
toe black tie neatly knotted at 
the collar of his white shirt. His 
face showed signs of weariness 
and despair. 
“Twenty years is enough,” 
Avery Brundage said with a 
heavy sigh. “The world goes 
on.” 
These were the final hours of 
his role as the controversial 
president of toe International 
Olympic Committee. Within the 
next few days he will be suc­ 
ceeded by either Count Jean de 
Beaumont, a thin, dark-haired 
French nobleman, or Lord Kill- 
anin, 
a 
jovial, 
wisecracking 
Irishman. 
Brundage was grabbing a few 
moments of rest in his fourth 
floor suite at the Vierjahreszei- 
ten (Four Seasons) Hotel in. 
mid-town Munich. 
On the window ledge was a 
stack of books, the Brundage 
Memoirs, Written in German 
and Japanese, garnished with 
pictures showing the IOC presi­ 
dent with the late Nikita Krush­ 
chev, 
Franco 
of 
Spain 
and 
Queen Elizabeth plus princes 
and potentates of innumerable 
states. 
Few men have operated in 
such high circles or had great­ 
er influence on the world of in­ 
ternational sports. 
It is hard to visualize an 
Olympics without Avery Bran­ 
da ge. Do old IOC presidents, 
like 
old 
soldiers, 
just 
fade 
away? 
“Don’t 
worry, 
I’ll 
keep 
busy,” Brundage said with a 
deep-seated chuckle.

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GENESIS OF PRESS FREEDOM 
Mr. Stanford Smith, president and 
general manager of the American News­ 
paper Publishers Association, put free­ 
dom of the press in proper perspective 
when he said: 
. . History leacnes us 
many lessons if we will but learn. The 
genesis of freedom of the press under the 
First Amendment to the United States 
Constitution is an example. The import­ 
ant point which is sometimes ignored to­ 
day is that the original demand for a 
guarantee of press freedom came not 
from those who were then engaged in the 
business of publishing newspapers or 
other types of publications. The demand 
came from persons in all walks of life 
who knew from recent experience the 
threat to all individual liberties if there 
is not freedom of the press and no free­ 
dom of speech.

in the U. S. Senate this Sep­ 
tember. You have a direct in­ 
terest in that vote. 


Since 
all 
thinking 
people 
oppose the crime of genocide, 
why has it taken so long? The 
treaty is ‘'booby-trapped” and 
is against the best interests of 
A m erica. E very citizen should 
take immediate action to inform 
his Senator of his strong op­ 
position to ratification of this 
document. 


Treaties are a strange breed 
of law. They are negotiated and 
signed by the President as chief 
executive officer of the nation, 
and m ust be confirmed by two 
thirds 
vote 
of the 
“ Senators 
present.” Why did our founding 
fathers 
make 
it 
two-thirds 
rather than a simple majority? 


Once a treaty is confirmed, 
it becomes the paramount law 
of this land, superceding even 
the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights. By legislation, no one 
can 
deprive 
us 
of our 
con­ 
stitutional rights, but they can 
by treaty. Therefore, we should 
be wary of what a treaty might 
do to our rights as a citizen. 
T h e 
T reaty 
proscribes 
genocide for racial, religious or 
n atior a 1 i st ie 
pu r pos es. 
When 
the United N ations Convention 
prepared 
the docum ent, 
they 
eliminated 
‘ ‘ P o l i t i c a l ’ ’ 
motivated 
genocide, 
which 
is 
the only type being practiced in 
the 
world 
today. 
“ Political” 
appears 
to 
he 
an 
accepted 
excuse 
for 
genocide 
under 
provisions of the trea ty and not 
banned. 
So, 
isn’t 
a 
partial 
prohibition better than none at 
all? 
Right, 
but 
there 
are 
even 
more 
dangerous 
provisions. 
Actual killing is not the only 
conduct prohibited. The Treaty 
covers conspiracy to, or actual 
injuring 
of 
an 
individual 
on 
racial, religious or nationalistic 
grounds. 
Good. 
But, 
it 
also 
covers 
any 
"attempted” 
or 
actual “ mental harm” on the 
sam e grounds. Mental harm is 
not defined, and could cover 
such 
radical 
groups 
as 
the 
Black Panthers, the SDS and 
W eatherm en, and even the draft 
evaders who fled our country. 
Extradition is mandatory if a 
foreign nation serves a writ on 
a 
Uniter 
States 
citizen 
for 
genocide

How many 
American 
soldiers

refused to endorse the treaty 
because of its vague wording 
and

constitutionality. 
Like most, I did not look behind 
the catchy title, and staunchly 
opposed “ genocide” for any and 
all reasons. Then I attended a 
meeting of the Eleventh District 
of

Legion. 
A 
resolution

firmation by the Senate of the 
Genocide Treaty. Few delegates 
had looked beyond the title and

vention of the veteran’s group, 
u n d e r s t a n d i n g the treaty 
and igain was adopted with few 
provisions of the document. 


Leadership of the Senate has 
been persuaded to bring it to 
a vote early in September. You. 
have until then to register your 
objections 
to destroying your 
protection of our precious and 
hard earned Bill of Rights. By 
treaty, we can lose what no 
nation has ever been able to 
take from us on the battlefield. 


Abraham Lincoln once said. 
“ I believe each individual is 
naturally entitled to do as he 
pleases with him self and the 
fruit of his labor, so far as it 
in no way interferes with any 
other m an’s rights.” 


George Pinckard said: “ True 
liberty consists in the privilege 
of enjoying our own rights, net 
in the destruction of the rights 
of others.”
